NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 

Applicant's Amendment Hied November 3, 2008 has been received and entered into the present application. Applicant is reminded of 
the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.121[c], which states, "Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim with all 
changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except when the claim is being cancelled. Each amendment 
document that includes a change to an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must include a 
complete listing of all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending and withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim 
listing, including the text of the claims, in the amendment document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, in the 
application.

Applicant's claim listing filed November 3, 2008 fails to indicate the status of claims 2-4. Specifically, the claim listing provides for 
claims 2-3, but fails to provide the claim text and/or a status identifier. As a result, it is unclear if Applicant intends to cancel these 
claims or if such claims are intended to remain pending in the case, since no claim text or status identifier has been provided. Also, 
claim 4 has been completely omitted from the claim listing and, therefore, it is also unclear if this claim is intended to be cancelled or 
to remain pending. 

Accordingly, Applicant is required, in reply to this notice, to submit a CLEAR and COMPLETE listing of all pending claims wherein 
each claim is presented with an appropriate status identifier, and the claim text, where appropriate, to rectify the issues noted supra 
with regard to claims 2-4. Failure to comply with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 1.121 and/or to correct the deficiencies noted supra will 
again render the reply NON-COMPLIANT.
